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Twenty-third  Annual   Report  of   the   Executive   Committee 
FOR  THE  Year  ending  31ST  March,  1906. 


Owing  to  circumstances  explained  in  the  following  pages,  the  members 
of  the  Society  formally  resolved,  by  a  temporary  alteration  of  the 
rules,  that  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1906, 
should  be  postponed.  In  order  to  maintain  the  regularity  and  con- 
tinuity of  the  series  of  Annual  Reports,  the  Executive  Committee 
has  decided  to  issue  a  provisional  report  in  the  same  form  as  that 
usually  submitted  to  the  Society,  leaving  for  future  determination 
the  exact  form  of  the  report  which  will  be  subsequently  presented 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  compliance  with  the  rules. 

The  General  Election. 

The  number  of  members  of  the  Society  who  stood  as  candidates 
for  parliament  was  much  larger  than  on  any  former  occasion,  and 
whilst  no  previous  parliament  has  contained  more  than  two  Fabians, 
on  this  occasion  seven  were  elected.  The  successful  candidates  were

It  will  be  seen  that  four  of  our  members  belong  to  the  Labor 
(L.R.C.)  party,  and  three  to  the  Liberals,  one  of  them  also  to  the 
Trade  Union  group  of  that  party. 

Six  members  were  unsuccessful.  S.  G.  Hobson  (Socialist)  at 
Rochdale,  Alderman  Mitchell  (Lab)  at  Darlington,  Dadabhai  Naoroji 
(Ind  Liberal)  at  North  Lambeth,  Alderman  Sanders  (Lab)  at  Ports- 
mouth, Ben  Tillett  (Lab)  at  Eccles,  and  Stanley  Udale  (Lib)  at 
Sheffield.  Jas.  Sexton  (Lab)  and  Jas.  Conley  (Lab),  of  the  Liverpool 
F.S.,  were  defeated  at  Liverpool,  and  Stanton  Coit  (Lab),  who  was 
a  candidate  for  the  Fabian  Society  at  the  time  of  the  contest,  failed 
to  win  a  seat  at  Wakefield. 

The  Labor  party  won  a  great  victory,  increasing  their  numbers 
from  four  to  29,  and  winning  2q  out  of  50  contests.  J.  Keir  Hardie^ 
M.P.,  has  been  chosen  leader  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Walter 
Hudson,  M.P.,  vice-chairman  of  the  party  committee,  and  Edward 
R.  Pease  has  been  reappointed  a  trustee  of  the  parliamentary  fund. 
All  these  three  are  also  members  of  the  emergency  committee  of 
seven,  which  deals  with  bye-elections  and  other  urgent  business. 

An  election  fund  was  raised  from  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
Society,  which  was  distributed,  in  part  according  to  the  instructions 
of  the  donors,  and  the  balance  not  specially  allocated  was  divided 
between  S.  G.  Hobson  and  Alderman  Sanders,  who  alone  were 
entirely  dependent  on  local  subscriptions  for  their  election  expenses. 

A  political  article  entitled  "  An  Intercepted  Letter,"  being  a  sup- 
posed communication  by  the  premier  to  his  colleagues,  outlining  a 
coUectivist  and  practical  policy  for  the  departments  under  the  control 
of  each  of  them,  was  read  to  a  meeting  of  members  by  Sidney  Webb,, 
and  its  publication  in  the  National  Reviezv  for  January  was  approved. 

Meetings  of  thk  Society. 
Nineteen  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  held  during  the 
year,  an  increase  of  three  over  the  two  previous  years.  Early  in 
1906  the  increase  of  numbers  in  the  Society  and  the  interest  taken 
in  its  proceedings  led  to  the  constant  overcrowding  of  ClifTord's  Inn 
Hall,  where  the  meetings  had  been  held  uninterruptedly  for  many 
years.  The  Executive  Committee  therefore  decided  that  a  larger 
hall   was  necessary,  and   fixed   upon    Essex   Hall,   Strand,  which   is 


satisfactory  in  point  of  size,  though  in  some  other  respects  not  so 
attractive  as  our  former  place  of  meeting. 

The  most  unusual  feature  of  the  season's  lectures  is  the  fact  that 
with  the  exception  of  one  by  the  delegate  of  the  National  Indian 
Congress,  the  whole  number  has  been  given  by  members  of  the 
Society.  The  subject  for  the  season  1905-6  was  the  "  Prophets  of 
the  Past  Century,"  of  whom  Maurice  and  Kingsley,  Shelley,  Whit- 
man, Ruskin  and  Darwin  were  considered.  The  last  was  undertaken 
by  G.  Bernard  Shaw  and  attracted  a  very  large  audience,  consisting 
exclusively  of  members  and  subscribers.  Three  evenings  were 
devoted  to  reports  of  the  special  committees  on  agriculture,  local 
government  and  poor  law  ;  another  to  a  debate  on  some  aspects  of 
rural  depopulation,  a  question  raised  by  the  report  on  agriculture  ; 
whilst  a  fifth  meeting  was  spent  in  the  final  discussion  of  two  of  these 
reports  before  publication.  A  lecture  on  the  National  Minimum 
Wage  occupied  another  day.  Altogether,  nine  out  of  the  nineteen 
were  devoted  to  papers  which  have  since  been  printed  by  the  Society. 
Of  the  four  purely  business  meetings  two  were  spent  on  the  "Faults 
of  the  Fabian  "  and  the  "  Intercepted  Letter,"  referred  to  elsewhere, 
one  was  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  the  fourth,  as  before  mentioned, 
the  committee  reports  were  finally  approved. 

Of  the  other  lectures  that  entitled  "  An  Indian  View  of  Indian 
Affairs,"  by  the  Hon.  Gopal  K.  Gokhale,  of  the  Viceroy's  Supreme 
Council,  and  that  by  Mrs.  Pember  Reeves  on  "Women's  Franchise" 
in  New  Zealand,  were  of  special  interest,  whilst  an  exceptionally  large 
audience  was  attracted  by  Dr.  Haden  Guest's  "Restatement  of 
Socialism."

Reorganization  of  the  Society. 

In  the  autumn  H.  G.  Wells  offered  to  read  a  paper  entitled 
"  Faults  of  the  Fabian,"  which  was  accepted  and  fixed  for  January 
1 2th.  Owing  to  the  approach  of  the  general  election,  he  arranged 
to  give  as  a  lecture  his  article  "  This  Misery  of  Boots,"  and  the  other 
lecture  was  put  off  till  February  qth,  when  it  was  delivered  before  a 
large  meeting  of  members  at  Essex  Hall.  Mr.  Wells  outlined  a 
number  of  criticisms  of  the  Society,  and  moved  two  resolutions,  one 
requesting  the  Executive  to  appoint  a  committee  (consisting  of 
members  and  non-members  of  the  Executive)  to  consider  what 
measures  should  be  taken  to  increase  the  scope,  influence,  income 
and  activity  of  the  Society  ;  the  other  so  altering  the  rules  as  to 
delay  the  election  of  the  Executive  and  the  annual  meeting  till  after 
the  report  of  the  special  committee  had  been  circulated.  Both 
resolutions  were  adopted  without  opposition,  and  the  Executive 
appointed  as  a  committee  all  those  members  nominated  by  Mr.  Wells 
who  consented  to  serve,  viz.,  Mrs.  Bernard  Shaw,  Rev.  S.  D.  Headlam, 
and  G.  R.  S.  Taylor,  of  the  Executive,  and  Dr.  Stanton  Coit,  W.  A. 
Colegate,  Dr.  L.  Haden  Guest,  Sydney  Olivier,  Mrs.  W.  Pember 
Reeves,  H.  G.  Wells,  and  Mrs.  H.  G.  Wells. 

The  committee  met  at  the  office  on  February  28th,  when  Sydney 
Olivier  was  appointed  chairman  and  Mrs.  Wells  secretary  ;  its 
further  proceedings  do  not  belong  to  the  period  covered  by  this 
report.  The  lecture  on  the  "  Faults  of  the  Fabian  "  was  printed  for 
private  circulation  amongst  the  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Constructive  Committees. 

The  summer  of  1905  was  largely  occupied  in  completing  for  the 
press  the  series  of  reports  elsewhere  referred  to,  whilst  during  the 
winter  our  members  were  engaged  with  the  preparations  for  the 
general  election  and  the  actual  work  of  the  contest.  Although 
these  causes  have  reduced  the  number  of  committee  meetings,  yet  a 
fair  amount  of  fresh  work  can  be  recorded. 

The  Housing  Committee. — The  report  of  this  committee  was 
approved  during  the  summer,  and  as  it  was  of  a  critical  character, 
unsuited  for  general  circulation,  it  was  printed  as  a  supplement  to 
the  October  Fabian  News. 

Poor  Law  Refortn  Committee . — This  was  appointed  in  October 
to  consider  a  report  already  prepared  by  Edward  R.  Pease,  proposing 
the  abolition  of  poor  law  guardians,  and  the  distribution  of  their 
powers  and  duties  amongst  oiher  local  government  authorities.  The 
report  was  presented  to  the  Society  in  December,  and  published  in 
February  as  a  Tract  No.  126. 

Birth-Rate  and  Infant  Mortality  Committee. — This  important 
committee  was  appointed  during  the  summer,  and  held  a  number  of 
meetings  under  the  chairmanship  of  Hubert  Bland.  A  large  mass 
of  statistical  material  bearing  on  the  decline  of  the  birth-rate  was 
prepared  by  G.  H.  Wood,  Miss  Hutchins,  and  others.  It  was  decided  to 
collect  data  as  to  the  extent  of  limitation  of  families,  and  a  carefully

drawn  family  census  paper  was  issued  in  November.  The  returns 
proved  to  be  of  the  highest  value,  but  the  analysis  of  them  had  not 
been  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year  under  review. 

Tract  Printing  .\nd  Distribution. 
The  increased  activity  in  the  publication  and  sale  of  our  Tracts, 
which  was  foreshadowed  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  has  been  more 
than  realized.  In  that  year  only  one  penny  Tract  was  published.  In 
the  year  under  review  eight  have  been  added  to  our  list,  which 
exceeds  by  two  the  largest  number  hitherto  issued  in  one  year.  In 
1 89 1 -2  we  published  17  Tracts,  but  15  of  these  were  four-page  leaf- 
lets.

Four  of  these  Tracts  were  the  results  of  deliberations  of  com- 
mittees which  sat  chiefly  in  the  summer  of  1904,  whose  proceedings 
are  recorded  in  the  report  dealing  with  that  year.  Another,  elabor- 
ating a  scheme  for  the  abolition  of  Poor  Law  Guardians,  was 
thrashed  out  in  a  committee  which  sat  during  the  autumn. 

Four  of  the  Tracts  form  part  of  a  connected  review  of  Local 
Government,  entitled  The  New  Heptarchy  Series.  When  this  series 
is  completed,  it  may  be  issued  as  a  separate  volume. 

Three  of  the  Tracts  are  issued  with  the  names  of  the  authors, 
and  we  are  specially  indebted  to  Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Society,  for  permission  to  reprint  his  striking  and 
suggestive  paper. 

The  most  successful  of  the  new  publications  has  been  ''  After 
Bread,  Education."  It  sold  readily,  and,  in  addition,  about  2,000 
were  sent  to  the  members  of  the  education  committees  of  county 
boroughs.  A  second  edition  had,  therefore,  to  be  printed  during  the 
year. 

Copies  of  No.  119,  "Public  Control  of  Electric  Power  and 
Transit,"  were  sent  with  a  letter  to  every  member  of  the  late  House 
of  Commons  when  the  London  Electric  Power  Bill  was  before  the 
House. 

A  great  part  of  the  expenditure  upon  printing  has  been  over  new 
editions  of  old  Tracts.

The  circulation  of  Fabian  Essays  again  showed  an  increase,  398 
copies  being  sold  by  the  publishers  in  1905,  compared  with  359  in 
1904.  Our  own  sales  were  unusually  active,  copies  to  the  value  of 
£i\  2s.  being  sold,  compared  with  ^5  5s.  in  the  previous  year. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  H.  M.  Hart,  who  has  once  more  taken 
regular  charge  of  the  sale  of  our  Tracts  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Book  Boxes. 

This  department  again  shows  a  steady  growth.  The  Library 
consists  of  162  Boxes,  of  which  15  have  been  purchased  during  the 
year.  The  total  outlay  on  books,  printing,  repairs,  etc.,  has  been 
;^82.  Subscriptions  for  the  year  show  only  a  small  advance,  six 
more  having  been  booked  and  ^45  13s.  received,  compared  with 
;^44  OS.  8d.  last  year.  The  demand  has  constantly  been  in  excess  of 
the  boxes  available,  and  subscribers  have  had  to  wait  sometimes  as 
long  as  six  weeks  before  a  box  could  be  sent  them.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  branch  of  the  Society's  work  could  easily  be 
extended.

Fabian  Educational  Lectures. — These  were  intended  to  be 
arranged  on  a  small  scale,  but  the  advent  of  the  general  election  put 
a  temporary  end  to  educational  work  of  this  character. 

The  Local  Government  Information  Bureau. — The  work  of  this 
useful  body  is  chiefly  conducted  in  the  Fabian  office  ;  proposals  for 
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increased  activity  have  been  made,  and  were  carried  into  effect  after 
the  close  of  the  period  under  review. 

The  British  Committee  of  the  International  Socialist  Btireati. — 
The  Society  is  represented  on  this  committee  by  S.  G.  Hobson,  and 
has  contributed  its  quota  towards  the  expenses.  Of  the  two  British 
delegates  on  the  Executive,  which  meets  at  Brussels,  one,  J.  Keir 
Hardie,  M.P.,  is  a  member  of  the  Fabian  Society  as  well  as  the  I.L.P.

This  is  the  largest  number  of  members  of  the  Society  ever  re- 
corded. The  highest  point  hitherto  reached  was  in  the  year  ending 
March,  1899,  when  861  members  were  on  our  books.  Since  then  the 
tendency  has  been  downwards,  and  in  1904  the  total  had  fallen  to 
730.  During  the  year  167  candidates  have  been  elected  and  a  few 
reinstated  :  50  names  were  struck  off  for  non-payment  of  subscrip- 
tion :  whilst  deaths  and  resignations  account  for  about  16  more, 
leaving  a  net  gain  of  loi.  The  increase  in  candidates,  exactly  100 
over  the  previous  year,  took  place  entirely  during  the  last  four 
months  of  the  period. 

The  Year's  Finances. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  ordinary  subscriptions  from 
members,  which  have  fluctuated  during  the  last  dozen  years  between 
^300  and  ^400,  have  now  passed  the  latter  figure,  and  show  an  in- 
crease of  ;^86  over  last  year.  Donations  from  non-members,  which 
reached  a  maximum  of  ^^41  in  1903,  have  gone  up  with  a  jump  to 
£']S-  O"  the  other  hand  special  {i.e.,  specially  large)  subscriptions 
show  a  reduction  of  jf  80.  The  sale  of  Tracts  has  nearly  doubled, 
and  has  reached  a  point  not  touched  since  1901.  The  growth  of 
revenue  is  of  a  character  likely  to  be  relatively  permanent,  but  it  has 
not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  expenditure.  This  is  spread  over 
nearly  every  item  except  rent,  an  indication  of  the  acti^-ity  of  the 
Society  during  the  year,  but  the  chief  rise  is  in  printing  Tracts,  on 
which  ^214  have  been  expended,  an  increase  of  ^'137  over  last  year. 
Happily,  the  balance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  last  year  has  allowed  all 
the  regular  accounts  to  be  paid,  though  the  credit  balance  of  the 
Society  has  been  thereby  reduced  from  ^^55  to  £iS-  No  liabilities 
not  shown  in  the  accounts  were  outstanding  when  the  books  were 
closed.     The  audited  account  is  printed  on  pages  14-15. 
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The  Executive  Committee. 

The  whole  of  the  sitting  members  offered  themselves  for  re-elec- 
tion, and  four  new  candidates  were  nominated.  The  result  was 
the  re-election  of  the  old  members  except  H.  T.  Muggeridge,  whose 
place  was  taken  by  G.  R.  S.  Taylor.

Cambridge  UiNiversitv. — A  large  society  has  been  formed  here,  which  is 
understood  to  be  a  Fabian  Society,  though  its  position  has  not  been  regularized  yet. 
Lectures  have  been  given  by  Dr.  Haden  Guest,  Dr.  Coit,  A.  R.  Brown,  Miss  Pember 
Reeves,  F.  H.  Keeling.     Secretary,  J.  C.  Squire,  St.  John's  College. 

Glasgow. — The  number  of  members  is  reported  as  45,  a  small  reduction  on  last 
year,  ft  is  strongly  represented  on  Local  Authorities:  Bailies  D.  M.  Stevenson, 
R.  Forsyth  and  Shaw  Maxwell  are  membf^rs  of  the  Town  Council,  Dr.  Erskine  of  the 
Glasgow  Pari=h  Council,  and  Martin  Haddow  and  L.  W.  Williams  of  the  School 
Board.  It  holds  general  meetings  monthly,  and  four  committees  for  special  aspects  of 
municipal  development  meet  one  in  each  week.  Lecturers  are  supplied  to  Trade 
Unions,  I.  L.  P.  branches,  etc.  The  Secretary  is  John  McLaren,  96  Cardross  Street, 
Dennistoun,  Glasgow. 

Glasgow  University. — This  society  has  made  good  progress  during  the  year. 
Secretary,  James  Cunnison,  10  Possil  Road,  Glasgow. 

Leeds  and  County. — The  membership  is  15,  the  same  as  last  year.  Joseph 
Hazelip  remains  a  member  of  the  Horsforth  U.  D.  C,  and  A.  E.  Allen  unsuccessfully 
attempted  to  join  him.  Meetings  are  held  fortnightly.  Secretary,  A.  E.  Allen,  Ivy 
House,  Horsforth,  Leeds. 

Liverpool. — An  increase  of  12  members  is  reported,  bringing  the  number  up  to 
75-  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Liverpool  two  Socialists,  Jas.  Sexton  (L.  R.C.) 
and  J.  W.  T.  Morrisey,  both  members  of  the  society,  have  been  elected  to  the  Council. 
Samuel  Reeves  has  been  re-elected  auditor,  and  Hugh  Earl  is  a  member  of  the 
Wirrall  Guardians.  Two  members,  Jas.  Sexton  and  Jas.  Conley,  stood  for  Parlia- 
ment, but  were  defeated.  The  annual  report  gi%'es  a  list  of  nearly  80  lectures  given 
by  members  of  the  society.  Regular  meetings  have  been  held,  and  much  time  has 
been  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  Unemployed  Workmen  Act.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  is  Arthur  Ellis,  30  Lamhton  Street,  St.  Michael's,  Liverpool,  from  whom  a 
4-pp.  printed  annual  report  can  be  obtained. 

Manchester. — A  society  will  be  formally  constituted  in  October.  The  Secretary 
is  Y.  Pickles,  12  Crofton  Street,  Rusholme. 

Oxford  University. — This  society  has  now  13  members,  an  increase  of  seven, 
and  nine  associates,  an  increase  of  one.  It  holds  private  gatherings  in  member's 
rooms  and  occasional  public  meetings.  President,  Sidney  Ball,  St.  John's  College  ; 
Secretary,  R.  M.  Hewitt,  Keble  College. 


II 
RULES. 

Definitions. 

1- — The  words  "  due  notice "  shall  mean  that  the  notice  is  received  by  the 
General  Secretary  before  the  23rd  day  of  any  month  for  publication  in  the  next  issue 
of  Fabian  News,  or  as  provided  in  Rule  8,  Clause  2. 

2. — A  public  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  to  which  non-members  are  admitted. 
A  private  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  confined  to  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Executive  Committee. 

3. — Before  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  in  May,  the  Society  shall  elect  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  fifteen  members  to  hold  office  for 
one  year.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  nominations  for  these  offices.  Voting 
papers  shall  be  sent  to  all  members,  together  with  the  April  number  of  the  NEWS, 
and  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Office  on  or  before  April  20th.  Two 
scrutineers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Society,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  the 
ballot-box,  to  count  the  votes,  and  to  certify  to  the  General  Secretary  before  April  23rd, 
for  publication  in  the  News,  the  number  of  votes  polled.  The  new  Executive  shall 
come  into  office  on  April  25th.  In  case  of  Easter  occurring  about  the  dates  named, 
the  Executive  may  alter  them,  giving  due  notice  thereof ;  but  no  alteration  shall  ex- 
ceed seven  days.  In  case  of  a  tie,  there  shall  be  a  second  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, only  those  present  voting.  Any  vacancies  which  occur  during  the  year  shall  be 
filled  by  election  after  due  notice.  Five  members  shall  be  a  quorum.  But  noiwith- 
standing  anything  preceding,  the  Annual  Meeting  in  the  year  1006  shall  not  be  held  until  at 
least  a  fortnight  after  the  Committee  of  Enquiry,  to  he  appointed  by  the  Executive  in 
February,  rgo6,  has  presented  and  circulated  its  report,  and  the  election  of  the  Executive 
shall  not  take  place  until  after  the  A  nnual  General  Meeting,  the  old  Executive  Committee 
retaining  office  until  the  new  one  is  elected. 

4. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  the  general  business  of  the  Society, 
appoint  the  paid  officers,  prepare  and  publish  tracts,  subject  to  Rule  9,  and  appoint 
all  delegates  to  represent  the  Society. 

Committees. 

5- — Comniittees  for  special  purposes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  notice  of  such  committees  (exclusive  of  those  dealing  with  purely  Execu- 
tive business)  shall  be  published  beforehand  in  the  Fabian  News,  or  at  private 
meetings,  in  order  that  any  member  desirous  to  serve  on  such  committees  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  sending  in  his  or  her  name  for  consideration  by  the  Executive. 

Order  of  Business. 

6. — Resolutions  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  of  the  first  private  meeting  of  the  Society  after  such  notice  has  been  pub- 
lished. Resolutions  shall  not  be  moved  without  due  notice,  except  after  a  vote  of 
urgency  has  been  carried. 

7- — Any  resolution,  not  affecting  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  its  Rules  or  its 
Ba=is,  may  be  declared  urgent  by  a  majority  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present 
in  a  private  meeting  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  members,  and,  if  so  declared,  shall 
be  discussed  and  voted  upon  forthwith. 

8. — When  a  requisition  signed  by  not  less  than  twenty-five  members  is  presented 
to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  any  resolution,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  order  the  resolution  to  be  printed  in  Fabian  News,  and 
shall  appoint  for  the  meeting  the  earliest  convenient  date  thereafter. 

When  a  requisition  of  urgency,  signed  by  not  less  than  fifty  members,  is  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  a  specific 
notice  of  motion,  he  shall  summon  such  meeting  for  a  date  within  fourteen  days  from 
the  receipt  thereof,  and  shall  within  seven  days  notify  the  same  to  all  members,  by 
circular  or  otherwise. 
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Tkacts. 

9. — Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, either  in  Fabian  News  or  by  special  circular,  of  any  tracts  proposed  to  be 
issued  by  the  Society,  and  every  tract  shall  be  submitted  to  the  members  at  a  private 
meeting,  and  shall  only  be  published  when  adopted  by  that  meeting. 

In  case  of  emergency  a  tract  may  be  adopted  at  any  private  meeting  upon  a  vote 
of  urgency. 

MEMbEKSHII". 

10. — Lonaoit  Memhers. — Candidates  resident  within  the  area  of  the  London 
Groups  must  sign  a  declaration  that  they  accept  the  Basis  of  the  Society,  must  attend 
two  meetings  as  visitors,  and  must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  members  from 
personal  knowledge.  The  names  of  all  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  FaBIAN  News 
every  month,  and  they  shall  not  be  elected  before  the  second  meeting  of  the  F^xecutive 
Committee  after  such  publication.  The  proposer  and  seconder  must  sign  the  nomina- 
tion paper,  and  must  each  forward  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  that  the  candidate 
is  a  Socialist,  and  likely  to  be  a  useful  member  of  the  Society.  Candidates  shall  be 
elected  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee.  If  a  candidate  be  rejected, 
his  proposer  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  Society,  in  which  case  a  ballot  shall 
be  taken  at  a  private  meeting,  with  due  notice  given,  when  one  black  ball  in  five  shall 
exclude. 

Candidates  who  cannot  qualify  by  attending  the  public  meetings  of  the  Society 
may  attend  meetings  of  the  Group  in  whose  area  they  reside,  and  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Group,  two  such  attendances  shall  be  deemed  to  qualify. 

Every  candidate  for  election  shall  make  a  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
prior  to  his  election,  the  amount  being  returned  to  him  if  he  be  not  elected. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  by  an  unanimous  vote,  for  special  reasons,  sus- 
pend such  parts  of  this  Rule  as  specify  qualifications  for  membership,  except  that  part 
which  requires  acceptance  of  the  Basis. 

11. — Prcn'incial  Members. — Any  candidate  resident  outside  the  London  district 
must  sign  the  declaration  of  acceptance  of  the  Basis,  and  must  be  proposed  by  one 
member.     Such  candidates  are  not  required  to  attend  two  meetings  prior  to  election. 

12. — -Members  who  do  not  take  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society  and  subscribe  to 
its  funds  during  one  year  may  be  removed  from  the  list  of  members  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

13. — A  member  may  be  expelled  from  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members.  Due 
notice  of  the  motion  shall  be  given  to  the  General  Secretary ;  but  such  notice  shall 
not  be  valid  and  shall  not  be  printed  in  Fabian  News  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Subscription. 

14. — Members  are  expected  to  subscribe  ar.nuall}'  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  in 
accordance  with  their  means. 

Associates. 

15. — Any  person  may  become  an  Associate  by  signing  a  statetnent  that  he  is  in  general 
sympathy  with  and  desirous  of  promoting  the  luork  of  the  Society. 

Associates  must  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  at  least  los.,  and  are  entitled  to  attend 
all  the  meetings  not  expressly  confined  to  members^  and  to  receive  all  the  ordinary  publica- 
tions. But  they  are  not  entitled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Society  or  to  take  any  other  part 
in  the  management  of  its  affairs.     (Added  June,  1906.) 

Groups. 

IG. — The  members  resident  in  or  near  London  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  local 
work,  be  divided  by  the  Executive  Committee  into  Groups  according  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary constituencies  in  which  they  reside.  Each  Group  shall  elect  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Group  members,  and  shall  organize  the  work  of  the 
Group. 

The  Group  Secretary-  will  be  removable  by  a  vote  of  the  Group,  at  a  meeting 
attended  by  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  Group  members,  or  by  a  vote  of  the 
Societ}'  after  due  notice  has  been  given. 
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A  meeting  of  any  Group  may  be  summoned  either  by  the  Group  Secretary  or  by 
the  General  Secretary  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A  Group  may  appoint  delegates  to  any  body  dealing  specially  with  the  affairs  of 
the  Group  area. 

Annual  Report. 

17. — The  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet,  made  up  to  March  31st,  shall  be 
sent  to  members  at  least  seven  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Alteration  of  Rules  and  Basis. 

18. — No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Rules  shall  be  made  without  due  notice ; 
or  at  an}'  meeting  other  than  the  .Annual  Meeting,  except  by  a  vote  of  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members. 

No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Basis  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been 
adopted,  after  due  notice  given,  by  a  vote  of  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  members 
preseiit  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  confirmed  by  a  similar  vote  at  a  Special  Private 
Meeting  held  after  an  interval  of  not  less  than  six  months. 

Referendum. 

19. — The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  refer  any  question  to  the 
<lecision  of  the  whole  Society,  the  voting  to  be  by  letter. 

Any  mover  of  a  resolution  which,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  has  been  supported 
by  not  less  than  fifty  members  may  claim  a  poll  of  the  whole  Society,  the  voting  to  be 

iby  letter.
